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EXCITEMENT is mounting in Lyme Regis over 
the staging of what could be one of the biggest 
events ever held in the town - Guitars On The 
Beach. 

More than 2,200 guitarists from all over the country, 
with some coming from overseas, will descend on Lyme 
on September 7th to form the world’s biggest band which 
will be attempting the record for the most guitarists ever 
playing the Buddy Holly Hit “Rave On”. 

The event, being organised by former rock PR Geoff 
Baker, has caught the imagination of guitarists of all abil¬ 
ities, including Robbie McIntosh, who has played with 
Beatle Paul McCartney and The Pretenders, and who led 
a warm up on the beach on Sunday for a promotional 
video. Full story on page 3 
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JEMMA THOMPSON moved to Bridport aged just 
a few months old when her grandfather became 
stand-in vicar for the Powerstock Parish. 

Studying art in Liverpool and signwriting in 
Devon, but always calling Bridport home, Jemma 
went on to design and paint many of the signs in 
the town, including shop signs for Lula, Get 
Stuffed, Bella's Cake Shop, Cornucopia and the 
Red Brick Cafe sign in the Rope Walks car park, as 
well as restoring the Coats of Arms in the Town 
Hall, and gilding the weather vane on its dome. 

In 2012 Jemma was attacked by a man wielding 
a hammer while walking on Langdon Hill, an 
event she describes as a turning point in her life. 
She has publicly expressed sympathy for her at¬ 
tacker. 


• WHAT made you take up animal portraits? 

I started taking animal portraits commissions after drawing 
my first boyfriend's dog in 1992. The picture was a bit of a 
hit with friends, who then asked me to draw their dogs. It 
has been that way since then. I have been commissioned 
to draw sheep, and a chinchilla, as well as horses, cats and 
dogs. I'd like to have some farm animal commissions, that’d 
be great. 

• HOW did you get into signwriting? 

I got into traditional signwriting in 1999, having finished 
my art foundation course in Liverpool and not really know¬ 
ing where to go next. I came home and saw Colin Grainger 
up a ladder in South Street painting 12" high letters on a 
shop fascia. I drew up the courage to ask if I could have a 
go as it looked beautiful. Colin very kindly allowed me to 
go up the ladder and fill in some of his outlined letters. 

The signwriter's brush has huge long soft sable hairs and 
was so wonderful to use. I asked him if I could work with 
him, but he sadly declined as he only had enough work for 
a one man business. 

But he marked out my name on a piece of wood, gave 
me a brush and some paint and asked me to start with that. 
I then went to South Devon College to train on the last tra¬ 
ditional signwriting course in the UK where I won an award 
for being the best signwriter in 30 years. 

I was super keen and a real perfectionist at the time. 
Thankfully I am somewhat more relaxed now. 

• WHAT are the signs you most admire? 

Those which speak of an educated human hand and eye. 
Those that have light brushstrokes, a clear simple well 
spaced layout, and colours which are easily read and speak 
to the reader at the necessary different volume. 

Strangely enough, they are the ones that look so simple, 
like nothing has gone into them. But to achieve that has 
taken years and years of practice and an intuitive under¬ 
standing of a natural, aesthetic, readable balance, which a 
computer cannot achieve. 



• IS THERE a type of sign you dislike? 

I'm not too keen on vinyl, plastics and fabricated signs, 
mainly due to ecological reasons, but also due to the fact 
they are often produced by computer programs and some¬ 
times people who have had no training. They have bred a 
huge wave of badly designed impersonal ugly signage 
across the world. 
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• HOW has the hammer attack affected you? 

In many ways it has been a great turning point. Having had 
such a huge head injury like that, I am much more alert and 
consciously awake now, rather than dreamy eyed reflective 
art student, irresponsibly daydreaming her life away. I now 
have a much healthier attitude towards life, knowing that 
it could disappear or be taken from me at any moment. 

• AND it has affected how you react to paints? 

Yes, I am investigating finding ecological paints to use for 
my signs, as the good old treacle type stuff I use at the mo¬ 
ment is highly toxic for me as well as the planet. 

It even states on the tin that it can cause, cancer, birth de¬ 
fects and reproductive issues and attacks your immune sys¬ 
tem. 

A lot of household items have similar warnings but we 
tend to ignore them. But post attack, my body is much 
more sensitive to anything 'attacking its system', so a 
healthier attitude and sense of balance all-round has come 
from it. Hopefully it is the same for him too but I don't 
know. 


• IF YOU could write one sign that sums up your view 
on life, what would it be? 

I think it would read'Common Sense'on a deep green base, 
a block round hand letter with a soft yellow face, a gilt re¬ 
flection on the bottom and a light blue shadow to express 
a 'middle of the road' type of understanding, and that we 
are all responsible for where we are at. 

• WHAT objects do you always carry with you? 

Whatever book I am into at the time. More recently I have 
started carrying a sketch book and pencil with me again. 

• WHAT is your earliest memory? 

Sitting on a potty, in the sun, next to our garden pond in 
Victoria Grove, transfixed by a ladybird crawling over the 
back of my hand. 

• WHO has inspired you most in your life? 

Pat Bowcock of Ourganics in Litton Cheney has to be right 
up there on the wall of super inspiring people. She has 
given so much to me and to the local community by her 
ethical, self-sufficient, sustainable philosophy. 

Just by the way that she lives on her smallholding, work¬ 
ing with the community and her responsible attitude to¬ 
wards life around her in general is hugely inspiring. 

My family too of course. They have been an amazing sup¬ 
port this past year and we have a much greater sense of to¬ 
getherness post the attack than I have ever known.

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Youngsters to feature in Guitars On The Beach 


THE first MTV video for Guitars On The Beach was 
filmed in Lyme Regis on Sunday when guitar legend 
Robbie McIntosh led the big event’s house band through 
the record-bid song that will soon seen more than 2,000 
guitarists playing it on the sand. 

Robbie, the former lead guitarist of Paul McCartney, 
The Pretenders and John Mayer, led the band through 
Buddy Holly’s “Rave On” as video-makers used the lat¬ 
est gadgetry to film the key players who will front 
Britain’s biggest-ever band when thousands of guitarists 
gather on Lyme’s front beach for the Guinness record at¬ 
tempt on September 7th. 

“It was huge fun, Lyme has some very tasty players and 
you’ve got a great band here,” said Robbie. 

The GOTB House Band - featuring Ben Kapur, Andy 
Cable, David Austin, Bob Brooker, Phil Birkhead, Paul 
Bester, Simon Emmett and Ollie Dixon - was augmented 
by children and pensioner players as video director David 
Walters used a high-tech camera attached to a remote- 
controlled helicopter to film the performance from all an¬ 
gles. 

Mr Walters, the head of Northampton-based No 
Bounds Lilms, spent the weekend filming all over Lyme 
for the video, which will be released in two weeks’ time. 

“Guitars On The Beach is such a great idea that I 
thought somebody has to make a video for it,” said Mr 
Walters, “I love the dash and daring of getting more than 


2,000 guitarists to play on a beach together, it’s such a 
wild idea and, even better, it’s a wild idea that’s obviously 
going to work.” 

GOTB organiser Geoff Baker has announced that the 
number of guitarists signed up to come from all over the 
UK to play in Britain’s biggest-ever band has now 
reached more than 2,200. 

“We’re way over our original target of 2,000 players, 
the response from all over the country is utterly fabu¬ 
lous,” said Mr Baker, who is still struggling to 
learn the three chords of the song. 

He also announced that GOTB is now to be sponsored 
by the world’s No 1 guitar company - Lender. 

“We are knocked out with delight that Lender has be¬ 
come our lead sponsor,” he said, “It’s a huge compliment 
to all of the thousands of people involved that the 
biggest name in music-making is backing us.’ 

Lender joins Sounds Live and Musicians Insurance Ser¬ 
vices as GOTB’s sponsors. Sounds Live is providing 
massive PA systems for both the beach performances and 
the two accompanying GOTB concerts at the Marine 
Theatre - Robbie McIntosh’s exclusive show on Lriday 
September 6th and the GOTB After Party on the evening 
of September 7th. Tickets for both concerts are now sale. 

Musicians Insurance Services has given the event a 
minimum insurance cover of £5,000,000, ensuring that 
the event is protected for all eventualities. 


Unique showing of silent film 
tonight at the parish church 


MEMORIES of the legendary Lyme Regis wizard of the 
keyboard will be evoked by a novel presentation by the 
Parish Church of St Michael The Archangel (writes Alex 
Davies ). 

The late Nellie Templeman, who died at the age of 98 
in 2005, provided piano backing for hundreds of Lyme 
stage shows. But her main claim to fame was that she was 
the last surviving accompanist for silent films.

Her tremendous imagina¬ 
tion and expertise, and that 
of other exponents of the 
exacting art of silent film 
accompaniment, will be 
highlighted this evening 
(Wednesday) from 7-30 pm 
with a presentation by the 
internationally acclaimed 
improviser David Briggs 
who will interpret Cecil B 
de Mille’s “King of Kings” 
on the fabulous Skrabl in 
the parish church. 

Silent movies look 
strange to us now - lit in 
flashes, acted with stylised 
movements and expression 
and totally without sound¬ 
track and all in black and 

white only. Being so old, it isn’t easy to get hold of them. 
Huge numbers have been lost because the celluloid rot¬ 
ted, mislaid or because of the war, and so on. 

But some have survived and digitised so that we can 
experience them for ourselves. The movies might have 
been silent, but the cinemas where they were shown were 
full of sound. What developed was a style of improvised 
accompaniment. Musicians watched the screens and in¬ 
terpreted what they saw with music-making; usually on 
an upright piano but in lavish picture houses, on an organ. 

Lor a good night out you would want a film made by 
a director who could make his actors mime the drama 
with conviction, plus a reliable improviser at the key¬ 
board who could bring the story alive.

Mr Baker also announced that a large chunk of the 
GOTB performance time is now to be given over to the 
young players of Lyme’s BSharp, following an impres¬ 
sive showcase of the teenage musicians in Lyme at the 
weekend. 

He said: “I was so impressed by the kids from BSharp 
who played at the Big Mix mini-festival on Saturday 
that we’re going to give three hours of the warm-up pe¬ 
riod to the record attempt to the bands and musicians of 
BSharp. We’re going to build a beach stage for the big 
day and from noon to 3 pm it’s BSharp’s to fill as they 
want. Clearly, BSharp is grooming great musicians and I 


believe that this little music school is now the biggest 
feather in Lyme’s cap.” 

Opportunity will knock too for Lyme Regis six-year- 
old Darci Street, whom GOTB organisers now want to 
put on the beach stage immediately before the record at¬ 
tempt, after her show-stopping performance at BSharp’s 
Big Mix at the weekend. 

Accompanied by her guitarist father Brian, Darci 
brought the house down when she sang the Judy Garland 
classic “Somewhere Over The Rainbow”.

TOWN councillors have objected to a sugges¬ 
tion of promoting Lyme Regis specifically to 
“up-market” visitors. 

Members of the town council’s Tourism and Economic 
Development Committee last week discussed the effect 
of the national rise in “staycationers”, meaning people 
choosing to holiday in the UK rather than abroad and en¬ 
joying day-trips rather than long breaks. 

A report compiled by committee chairman Jill Newton 
referred to a discussion on the “Lyme Regis Soapbox” 
page of social networking site Facebook, which sug¬ 
gested promoting Lyme to “up-market” visitors, as cur¬ 
rent tourists were found to be “ill-mannered” and not 
spending very much in the town. However, several coun¬ 
cillors strongly objected to this idea. 

Councillor Lucy Campbell said: “We want to be very 
careful we are not cutting people out. I think as a town 
council we should be making sure all visitors are wel-

come regardless of how poor or how rich they are.” 

Councillor Chris Clipson added: “At our collective 
peril would we not want to welcome all visitors.” 

The Mayor, Councillor Sally Holman, also said she 
would “hate to see anything which would limit our huge 
welcome to the family holidays during the main part of 
the season”. 

Councillor Rikey Austin said that as well as the national 
trend in day-trips, she thought less people were not stay¬ 
ing for longer holidays as Lyme Regis had lost “82 per 
cent of visitor beds in 20 years”. 

She added: “We simply won’t get people coming to 
stay for longer if they have no where to stay.” 


Checking River Lim for pollution 


THE Environment Agency will be 
checking the River Lim for potential 
sources of pollution over the next 
few weeks, with a view to improv¬ 
ing water quality at Back Beach in 
Lyme Regis. 

The beach has previously failed to 
meet water quality standards and 
town councillors are keen to im¬ 
prove the situation before the Euro¬ 
pean Union introduces more 
stringent tests in 2015. 

The news about the Environment 
Agency's upcoming checks was an¬ 


nounced at last week's town coun¬ 
cil meeting by town and district 
councillor, George Symonds. 

The mayor, Councillor Sally Hol¬ 
man, said the town council had 
been trying to move this forward as 
part of a working group for over 
two years, and she was glad that 
the district council was also "mov¬ 
ing forward on their part". 

Councillor Chris Clipson ex¬ 
pressed concerns that Dorset 
County Council had recently been 
unblocking drains at Hatchet - 


where the bottom of Avenue Road 
meets Jericho - with waste being 
washed into the river. 

County councillor Daryl Turner 
said that the drains naturally ran 
into the river and it was only be¬ 
cause they were being cleared that 
more had come out quicker than 
usual. 

Councillor Clipson pointed out 
that if this had happened when the 
water was being tested it would 
have caused more problems.

Councillor Michaela Ellis argued that there were a lot 
of bed and breakfast properties currently for sale in the 
town, adding: “There has to be a reason for it.” 

Steve Lovett, representing the Hotels and Restaurants 
Association, said he had also not heard of these figures 
and, after speaking to colleagues, felt it was more an 
issue of people not coming to Lyme rather than there not 
being enough space. 

Mr Lovett also asked councillors if they felt the “Soap¬ 
box” page was an appropriate outlet for councillors to be 
commenting on, because he has been “horrified” when 
he heard it mentioned. 

Councillors said the committee meeting was not the 
right place to ask such questions. 



Lyme mourns popular 
and respected trader 

A POPULAR and familiar Lyme Regis resident has 
died in Southampton at the age of 84 after under¬ 
going a hip replacement operation. 

Gerald Eborn (pictured) moved to Lyme Regis in 
the early 1980s with his Dutch-born wife, Marojilya, 
after a successful career as a businessman running 
Regency Manufacturing with offices in London, 
Manchester and Hong Kong. 

The couple lived at 5-6 Monmouth Street where 
they ran the computer supplies shop Topline. 

Mrs Eborn died of cancer for years ago. 

Mr Eborn is survived by his four children - Rodney, 
Deborah, Andrew and Rebecca - and step daughter 
Emma, who grew up in Lyme Regis where she went 
to school.

OVER 20 members of the 1st Char- 
mouth Scout Group enjoyed a very ac¬ 
tive camp over the last weekend in June 
that included a plank race, pioneering 
and a bat hunt. 

The group based its activities around 
its headquarters on the Barr's Lane 
Recreation Group but camped in a 
nearby field. The cubs and scouts were 
put into four equal teams - each named 
after a different dinosaur, including a 
scelidosaurus, which is only found in 
the Charmouth area. 

Although there were plenty of activi¬ 
ties that involved running around, driv¬ 
ing box carts or carrying water, the one 
that proved most popular was the 
evening bat hunt. These were found in 
fields adjoining the River Char using 
special detectors borrowed by one of 


the leaders. 

These hand-held devices picked up 
the ultra-high frequency sound emitted 
by the bats to echo-locate their insect 
prey. As each species emits sound at a 
different pitch, the cubs and scouts 
were able to detect more than one type 
of bat. 

Other successful activities included 
building and decorating camp gates, 
lighting fires without using matches 
and a traditional camp fire, complete 
with entertaining sketches. 

At the end of the camp, cubs and 
scouts who were new to camping re¬ 
ceived their "One Night Away" badge. 
Others will soon be receiving their Nat¬ 
uralist Badge, as their successful bat 
hunt ticks off one of the key require¬ 
ments for this award.

Lyme falls in line with the nation 


AFTER almost 70 years, the Royal British 
Legion Remembrance Sunday Parade and 
Service in Lyme Regis is to change its 
times to the morning rather than the after¬ 
noon.

“The co-operation of our town’s churches 
has been invaluable in the rescheduling of 
the parade and service and the Royal 
British Legion are very grateful to them. 
There are still a few logistical issues to 
overcome, but I believe, having spoken to 
several organisations, the general consen¬ 
sus to change is favourable. Our nation 
and Lyme Regis will be at one at 1 lam on 
Remembrance Sunday. 

“The service will now begin at 10 am 
and conclude at 11 am with the two- 
minute silence followed by the parade dis¬ 
missal in The Square. It is my intention to 
write to every organisation in the town to 
invite them to attend and in which I will 
detail specific timing.

JANET Evans'father, Frank Hiscock, was born in Cor¬ 
poration Terrace (now Lym Close), attend the 
Woodroffe Grammar School and, when Boots was 
looking for a young man to train as an apprentice, 
15-year-old Frank was chosen. 

After a year working as a dispenser for Boots, he 
went to Bristol to train as a pharmacist. He met hsi 
wife when she worked in service in Lyme and their 
daughter, Janet, was born during the war. 

Janet has kindly shared her memories of growing 
up in Lyme, though she only has vague memories of 
her earliest years in Corporation terrace, mainly in¬ 
volving ducks! 

In 1952 Frank took over the chemist's shop in 
Broad Street.The"Chemists"sign can be seen on the 
left of the photo. The shop is now, of course, Options. 

It was a very busy shop but very old fashioned 
when the family moved in. There were no shelves, 
just wooden boxes.The counter projected out into 
the customers so the assistants had to wade 
through them to unlock the doors to collect items, 
such as Brylcreme, lock them up again and plough 
back through the crowds to complete the sale. 

Frank had two assistants, Eileen Wheeler and Gloria

Emmett. Janet remembers 
her dad working from 9am 
to 1pm, then enjoying an 
hour's break for lunch be¬ 
fore opening again at 
2.15pm until 7pm. 

The pharmacy fitted in 
with the doctor's surgery 
hours and, if a prescription 
was needed urgently, Mr 
Hiscock would prepare it 
even in the middle of the 
night. 

There was no emergency 
departmental the hospitl 
so Frank became a dab 
hand at removing sand from children's 
eyes, sothing jelly fish bites and tend¬ 
ing cuts an bruises. Frank used to make 


many of his own products, such as 
hand cream and cough mixture. Janet 
remembers him shaking the lanolin for 
hand cream all through tea.

Catch of the day at museum... 


AN up-coming ArtsFest exhibition will 
captivate visitors of all ages as it turns the 
quirky Rotunda Gallery of Lyme Regis Mu¬ 
seum into an exciting underwater world. 

Open daily from July 19th to September 
8th, "The Catch" is in fact a giant lobster 
pot, woven with words, created by instal¬ 
lation artist Sarah Thomas. 

Inspiration for the work came from a 
woven dome lobster pot and locally pro¬ 
duced lace in the museum's collection, 
both referring to industries that have 
played a part in Lyme's history and pres¬ 
ent day. 

Sarah explains: "The Rotunda itself was 
also a massive influence upon the work. 
The pot will occupy the centre of the 
space echoing its hexagonal surround¬ 
ings, a dome within a dome. The viewer 
will be able to move around the work 
looking through the pot's intensively 
woven structure. 

"Rather than making the pot's mesh 
with rope, I will be using flat wooden 
strips painted in a kaleidoscope of colours 


and including some text. The text will be 
extracts from literary works about the 
town or from descriptions found in the 
museum's displays." 

From July 26th to August 12th visitors 
will also have the opportunity to see two 
more of Sarah's extraordinary installations, 
as her replica bathing machine and set of 
decorated deckchairs will be next to Rinky 
Tinks Ice Cream Parlour on the seafront 
during both Lifeboat and Regatta and Car¬ 
nival Weeks. 

These two works, inspired by photos in 
the Museum's collection, and "The Catch" 
are part of Lyme Regis ArtsFest's re:collec- 
tion initiative which is supported using 
public funding by the National Lottery 
through Arts Council England.

'Madness'to pour money into the Hub 


■ WHEN is Lyme Regis going to realise what a colossal 
white elephant The Hub is becoming? 

Month after month they have their hands out asking for 
more money without its users ever doing any fundraising 
on their own behalf. 

So far LRDT has bought the building and poured tens 
of thousands of our money into renovating it on the as¬ 
sumption it would be of use - to whom? To just a handful 
of people in this town. 

It is open a mere nine hours a week and has been at¬ 
tended by only 198 young people this year. 

When challenged by Cllr Ellis at the recent grants meet¬ 
ing, Cllr O'Grady justified their request for even more of 
the town's money on the basis that, "The Hub is an on¬ 
going project and we should continue to support it." 

I would like to ask what 'ongoing' actually means. What 
plans does the Hub have to make it more available to a 
wider section of the community, open more hours and of¬ 
fering a wider range of events and activities? 

Before it gets one penny more of our money, we should 
insist on knowing a) it's operating costs, b) accurate fig¬ 
ures on the number of people who use it each time it is 
open, c) its plans for generating income by its own efforts 


rather than yet more grant applications and d) what those 
ongoing plans actually are. 

Lyme Regis has a wide range of spaces available for 
the community to use: the rooms above the Jubilee Pavil¬ 
ion, the Marine Theatre, Davey Fort, Woodmead Halls 
and the Royal Lion. 

Those few people who use The Hub could quite easily 
run their activities from the Woodmead Halls where they 
could hire both halls (including good toilet and kitchen 
facilities and easy access for the disabled) for less than 
£20 an hour. To translate that into the current usage of 
The Hub it would be £180 a week/£3120 a year, and there 
would be no need to pay for the services of a Hub Ad- 
minsitrator or any overheads such as utility bills or in¬ 
surance. It is easily accessible for the current Hub users 
and safer in terms of proximity to passing traffic. 

It is madness to continue pouring money into this white 
elephant of LRDT's and disgusting that, at a time of re¬ 
cession when we are all feeling the pinch, LRDT thinks 
it appropriate to squander the town's funds in this way.

• Maiden name. 

• List of pension and benefits from public 
funds.

• Date of birth of surviving spouse. 

• Occupation of surviving spouse. 

• Deceased spouse name. 

• Deceased spouse date of death. 


GRIEF is quite common and is the normal internal 
feeling one experiences in reaction to a loss, while be¬ 
reavement is the state of having experienced that loss. 

The potential negative effects of a grief reaction can 
be significant and are often aggravated by grief trig¬ 
gers, events that remind the bereaved individual of 
their loved one, or the circumstances surrounding 
their loss. 

The risk factors for experiencing more serious symp¬ 
toms of grief for a longer period of time are related to 
the survivor's own physical and emotional health be¬ 
fore the loss, the relationship between the bereaved 
and their family member or other loved one, as well 
as related to the nature of the death. 

Bereaved individuals who feel the death of their 
loved one is unexpected may be at greater risk for suf¬ 
fering from major depression, post traumatic stress 
disorder (PTSD), or prolonged grief. 

The seven emotional stages of grief are shock or dis¬ 
belief, denial, bargaining, guilt, anger, depression, and 
acceptance/hope. 

To assess grief, a health caregiver usually asks ques¬ 
tions to assess what symptoms the individual is suffer¬ 
ing from, then considers whether he or she is suffering 
from normal grief, prolonged grief, or some other issue. 

Coping tips for grieving include the bereaved indi¬ 
vidual's caring for his or herself through continuing 
nutritious and regular eating habits, getting extra rest, 
and communicating with surviving loved ones. 

Consulting with solicitors or other legal experts is 
advisable when either planning for or managing the 
legal matters associated with a death. 

Some of the major legal issues involved with dying 
include the person's right to have informed consent 
to receive or refuse treatment, advance directives and 
making funeral arrangements.

Fleets bought 29,487 Nissan cars 
from January to June 2013, a rise of 
4,102 year on year, which represents 
a record 5.4% market share. Nissan 
became the sixth largest fleet car 
brand in the UK and sold the equiva¬ 
lent number of cars as Toyota and 
Honda combined. 

The star performer was Juke which 
rose 49% to 7,469 units (from 5,023 in 
2012) while combined Qashqai sales 
rose to 16,561, a rise of 2,325 over 

2012. Both LEAF and NV200 minibus 
also experienced sales growth. 

Nissan's LCV performance was just 
as impressive with 4,445 vans bought 
by fleets in the first six months of 

2013, a 51% rise over the same period 


in 2012 from 2,944. 

Nissan's LCV market share rose from 
3.6% to 4.8% helped by strong NV200 
sales growth to 2,336 units, a 114% in¬ 
crease over 2012. The Primastar, Cab- 


star, NV400 and Navara pick up also 
reported sales growth in this period. 

"Our fleet sales growth is a sign of 
the investment we have been making 
in all aspects of our business over the 
past two years," said Barry Beeston, 
Nissan GB's corporate sales director. 

"With the current launch of the all- 
new NOTE into the B-sector and the 
further investment in our dealer net¬ 
work we hope to see continued fleet 
growth during the remainder of 2013," 
he added.
